In these Notes, 'Article*, "Rule", and 'Section'' refer to theprovisions of the PCT, the PCT Regulations and the PCT 
Administrative Instructions resped^ely. 



INStRUCnONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant h», after having received the international search report, one opportunfty to amend the claims of ttie 
intemational ^plicaiion. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (claims^ 
description and drawings) may be amended durir>g the intemalional preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
rK> need to file amendments of the claims under Article 19 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to bm published 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the daims before intemadional piMjIication. 
Furtt>ermore, it should t>e emphasized that provisional protection is availak>le in some States only. 



What parts of the Intomatlonai appllcailon may be Mended? 

Under Article 19, only the claims may be amended. 

During the international phase, the daims may also bo amended (or furttier amended) under Article 34 before 
tfie Intemadional Prelimtnary Examining Authority. The description and drawings may only be amended under 
Article 34 twfore the Intemational Examining Authority. 

Upon entry into the national phase, all parts of the intemational application may be amerKled under Article 28 
or, where appNeable, Article 41. 



When? Within 2 months from the date of transmittal of the intemational search report or 1 6 rrwnths from \ho priority 

date, whichever time limit expires later. It should be rx>ted, however, that the amerKln^ents wtQ be considered 
as having been received on time if tfiey are received tyy tfie Intemational Bureau after tlie expiration of the 
applicable time limit Ixjt t>efbrs ttw completion of the technical preparations for irtemational publiealion 
(Rule 46.1). 



Where not to IHe the amflndments? 

The amendments may only be filed with the Intemational Bureau and not with ttte receiving Office or the 
Intemational SearcMng Authority (Rule 46.2). 

Where a demand for intemational preSminary examination has been^s filed, see t>elow.

A replaoement sheet must be sutamitted for each sheet of tfie claims wfwch, on aooount of an am e n cfcnent or 
amendments, dSffm horn the sheet originafty filed. 

AO the claims appearing on a replaoement sheet must be numt)ered in Arabic numerals. Wliere a claim b 
cancelled, no renumbering of the other daims is required. In afi cases wfiers daims ars renumbered, they must 
be renumlwred oonseculh/ely (Admimstrative Instructions, Section 205(b)). 

The amendments must t»e made bi the language In which ttie International application Is to be published. 



What documents must/may accom pa ny the amendments? 
Letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must t>e sutmitted with a tetter. 

The letter wiB rK)t t)e pubfished wfth ttie intemalional appfication and the amended daims. II should r>ot be 
oonhised witti the "Statement under Article 19(1)' (see below, under 'Statement under Article 19(1)*). 

The letter inust be In English or French, at the choice of the appPcant. However, If the language of the 
MemaUonal application Is EngHsh, the letter must be In English; If the language of the bitamallonal ap p lica ti o n 
Is French, the letter must be In French.

The amendments may be aocompanied by a statement explaining the amendments and iruicating any impact 
that such amendments might have on the description and the drawings (which cannot be amerxled under 

Arttde19(1)). 

The statement will published with the international appKcation and t>>e amended claims. 
R must be bi the language In which the intematlonai apppNcatton Is to lie ptitilistied. 

It must be brief, not exoeedirtg 500 words if in English or if translated into English. 

It should not bm confused with arKi does not replace the letter indicating ttie di fl e i elite s between the claims 
as filed and as amended. It must be filed on a separate sheet and must t>e identified as such by a heading* 
preferably by using the words 'Statement under Article 1 9(1).* 

It may not contain any disparaging oomments on the international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report Reference to citations, relevant to a given daim, contained in the mtemational search 
report may t>e mads only in oomection with an amendme n t off that daim. 



Consequence If a demand for In t er na tional prelbninary examination has atoeady bee n Hied 

If, at the time of fiing ariy amendments under Aitiele 19, a demand for inlematiottal preliminary examinalion 
has akeady been submittedL the applicant must pmferably, at the same time of filing Itie amendments with the 
Intemalional Bureau, also file a copy of such amendments with ttie Intemational Pirefiminafy Exaniinir)g 
Authority (see Rule 62.2(a), first sentence). 



Conseifuenoe with regard to translation of the Intemational application for entry Into the national pliase
